of the law. Now, howevtr, this im- 
portant condition i* set forth in terms 
not easily miennderstood. 'The occupti- 
tion herein required,' ssys the bill, 
, *tball mean ftJSQuiinaoaa bona fide pur- 
■nnal retidebce^of the pre-emptor on 
b 8 pre«emptinn ohim;* and it is added 
by way ot explanation, 'As an ordinary 
rale two months' contiaaoua abi<ence 
from the pre-emption claim Bball bo SwUf- 
£cieDt evidence of permanent cessation 
of ocoapatiOD.' iSome may regard this 
condition as too rigid ; but it is presum- 
able that the words 'as an ordinarr rule' 
inipW o Jioureiiuiiary power on tbe 
part of the Oominiesioner to take into 
consideration tbo circomstauoes onder 
■which the pre-emptor may bave ex- 
Oeeded his leave. Might not a provision 
bo Introduced with good effect where- 
by a pre-emptor, having occasion to be 
absent for a greater period than two 
monibs, could obtain permission for 
Bach absence, having satisfied tbeCora- 
missioner as ' to his object? For in., 
•tance^ there are Beaaous at which the 
settler might leave bis homestead fur 
two or three months and earo money 
to more effeoiually carry on farm- 
ing operations, and witbool any real in- 
terruption of fuoh,, Qperations. , Qr^ibe 
might have ofloaaion to seek a wile at a 
distance, or otherwise to leave for a 
greater period than two montbii, not in 
neglec'. of, but in tho legitimate pursuit 
of hin farming iiiteresis. To piu the 
BetiUr down bo closely to his land as to 
hamper his operaiioni, instead of fucili- 
tating and extending them, cannot bo 
the iraO'^oljecl ot iegialation, and we 
feel assured It is not the intention of 
the Government. True, there in a pro- 
vision in the bill wheieby, with the 
con-ent of tbo CptnmissioDer the pre- 
emptor can be represented by a subitti- 
tuto ; but this do'ea Inbt Wholly meet the 
ease, iaaemaob as the settlor might noi 
be in a.po4tion to afford the exponso it 
woulci involve. We write in luil eun-^ 
BcioU!<nes8 of the many difficulliort with 
wiiich tblH point is botiet. The bill 
provides * that the requiroments of Bucli 
perfonal occupation sbull cease itnd du- 
termiue afier a period ot four years ol 
snobooniiuuoua occupation shall have 
been fulfilled.' Ttiis it another difficult 
point well met; for it is fair to assume 
that 4years ot buna fide usunoo will have 
resulted in sucb improvements us to 
entitle the gelller to hold bis houeaieud 
by a Bomewbaii lees impressed teuure. 
In tbo new bill more complete provi»\ou 
. , is made for the transfer of claims, u 
'point surrounded with groiu looaonoss 
previously. The pro-oinptor can now, 
on obtttiaiug bis certi(ic«io (tho coiidi- 
lion of ibttuing such cerliiicaie being us 
formerly, improvoment to the value of 
^2 50 per acre), may transfer bis right 
and title to the land in writing, ' signed 
■ by him or hi« utiorney in fact, in the 
j)res$nce of the Commissioner, 8ucb 
transfer to bo in triplicate, the original to 
be kept by the person iu whoso favor the 
transfer is^^'inadei the, duplicate to be 
retaiopidlts arecdrd'in ibe ottico of the 
OommiBsioDor, and the triplicate for- 
warded forthwith to bo registered in 
the bead oflice of Lands and Works.

quiring by leo^e, but these present do 
now feature. There In also provision 
for water, ejectment, jory, appeal, minr 
insf righip, &o, &c. And last, though 
by no means hunt, there is provision 
for ' FntE Grants'1 Wa have not left 
ourBeUod room to do anything like 
juhtico to this most important pan ot 
the culject io tho prunOnt article; suf- 
fioo it t> say that tbo provititon in the 
bill before is qualified — may wo 
not eay nullified? — by tbe prelaiory 
words ' It shall bo lawful for the Go»er- 
niir upon receiving tho assent ot Her 
Majesty's Government thereto.' Why 
should the oonsenb of Her Mojesty's 
Government be nceeseary iu order to 
the dispcsition of tho lands of the co- 
lony in wli itever wuy may be thought 
most coiiducivo to its best intoro»ts ? 
And if iliat, lis^eiit lio otjopesary why 
was it not obtiiined long ago ? IJuring 
the fitsbioa ol 1867 the Execative waa 
urg<d to obtain it. We were under the 
impiession that when the colonists as- 
sumed Lbu crui>hiui5 Civil List they 
ncquired uoiilrul of the public lands ; 
but it Would Appear tbo Q'leen has 
not rtlaxod her gru^p upon these lands. 
We must bave powt^r to deal with tbe 
publio lands as may best promote the 
initreats of tho country. The now bill 
repeals all proviouB lows upon tho sub- 
ject., preaeotiiig in itself a complete 
inuasuro, exiondiiig over tho United 
Colony. J I is a good measure, and 
only requires full effect to be given to the 
Free Grant eysteiu in order to render it 
highly ficceptablo to the country.
